leaf of which measured twenty-one feet 
nine inches in circumference. 
Then 


followed a variety of peaches, apples, 
pears, figs and grapes, produced in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, all of which 
was remarkable for size and flavor. We 
now have before us specimens of apples 
and pears grown upon the ranch of E. 
Steele, of Paradise valley, upon which 
we can brag even more heartily thap 
ever. 
The apples, which were remark- 


able both for size and flavor, are per- 
haps not superior to some of the splei.- 
did varieties presented to us by otherp, 
but they are very fine. The pears, how- 
ever, arc ahead of any we have seen 
this season. First, we have the Flemish 
Beauty, a pear weighing twenty one 
ounces.
